| THE BEAUFORT FIRE! 


Particulars of the Terrible Disaster 
by which a Town 1s Almost Litee 
ra'ly Laid in Ashes ! 


The followivg communication from 
an eye-witnens of the terrible fire in 
Beaufort Wednesday morning will be 
found of interest : 

BEAUFORT, N. C., Dec. Ist, 1878. 

Mr. Editor:—This morning be- 
tween the hours of one and twoo’- 
clock, a fire wroke out in the rear 
of a millinery establishment ec- 
cupied by Miss Isabella Pigott. The 
alarm was given immediately on its 
being discovered by the ringing of 
the bell of the M. E. Church on Ann 
Street. Owing to its being an unusal 
hour of the night for fire alarms, it 
was sometime before a large crowd 

could be collected, and when a num 
ber sufficient to check its course did 
arrive, they were so overcome by the 
excitement which prevailed, they 
were incapable of stopping the rav- 
ages of the mighty destroyer. The 
fire continued to rage from the hour 
of its occurrence till day. It was 
thought at one time, that the 
whole of the street would be reduced 
toashes. There were twenty-seven 
stores destroyed, with their entire 
contents, with a few exceptions. 
Some ofthe merchants managed to 
save a small part of their immense 
fall stock. The business part of the 
town was annihilated, and this morn- 
ing I look out upon the ruins of 
what was yesterday the scene of busl- 
ness and activity. Most all were 
partially insured, but not enough to 
cover the heavy losses which they 
sustain by this greatest of all the 
conflagrations which it has ever been 
our lot to suffer. 

The estimated loss, by good finan- 
ciers, is between one hundred and 
fifty and two huudred thousand dol- 
lars. There is no organized system 
for fighting the great combatant 
which levels every thing to the 
ground in its march. Many are wear- 
ing downecast faces and sad hearts, 


which awaken sympatby in the en- 
tire community who did all they 
could to stay the terrible catastrophe. 


THE BUSINESS OF RALEIGH.—
